FROM WASHINGTON. 


Grant Visits the Capitol--Caucusing 
on the the Civil Richts Builleelts 
Defeat Almost Certain—Coast Dee 
fensesesSouthern §Claimants to be 
Paid Off--Congressional Proceed- 
ings. 

WASHINGTON, January 5.—The 
President was at the Capitol three 
hours to-day. He first sent for Speak- 
er Blaine and the Louisiana delega- 
tion, and afierwarcs for the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate. 

There has been some small caucus- 
ining to-day over the pending Civil 
Rights Bill. It is understood that at 
the close of the debate to-morrow, 
(veneral Butler will move its recom - 
miittal. Timid ;Republicans seem to 
insist upon this aetion, which virtu- 
ally deteats the bill without personal 


commitment for or against it. It 
is stated in other quarters’ that 
the action is in the line 


line of conciliation and was prompted 
by the resolutions of the Virginia 
Legislature. Some of the Virginia 
Republicans were prominent in the 
movement. 

A bill was introduced the 
to-day authorizing the Presi- 
dent to appoint a Commission toin- 
vestigate the subject of wages and 
l:ours of labor and of the joint profits 
of labor and capital between the la- 
borer and eapitalists and the social 
educational and sanitary condition 
of the laboring classes of the United 
States. 

Treasurer Spinner leaves here to- 
morrow tor Florida, for the benetit 
of his health. 

The Internal Revenue office closed 
to-day in respect to the memory of 
the late Deputy Comunissioner Sweet. 

The House Committee on Appro- 
priations this morning, in discussing 
army appropriation bill, cut out 
all estimates for the armament of 
coust fortifications, except such as 
were deemed absolutely necessary for 
the national safety. A great many, 
it will be remembered, during the 
Virginius excitement, were ordered 
to be mantled, and the effeet of the 
action of the Committee will be to let 
them remain as they were hereto- 
fore: 

Kirst Lieutenant Hyer, of the 18th 
infantry, has been ordered to hold 
himself in readiness at Columbia, S. 
(., to make payment to claimants 
under the special instructions to be 
communicated by the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the army. 

The Senate to-day was principally 
engaged on the salary question, but 
no action was taken. 

Mr. Wright, of Iowa, introduced a 
bill instructing the Committee on 
Civil Service and retrenchment to 
inquire into the expediency of mak- 
ing a reduction of ten per cent. on 
the salaries of all Government offi- 
cers, 

Mr. Bogy made a speech on finan- 
ces, in which he complained of the 
unequal distribution of the currency, 
to the detriment of the South and 
West. 

Hovusr.—No bills of special imipor- 
tance to the South introduced. 

Wheeler, of N. Y., from the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, reported 
the Army Appropriations Bill forthe 
appropriation of 328,449,916, which 
was made the special order for Tues- 
day of next week. ‘The House then 
resumed the consideration of the sup- 
plementary Civil Rights Bill. 

Frye, ot Maine, said he had had 
charge of a smilar bill at the last Con- 
gress, and was prepared to advocate 
it at length, but he was so convinced 
that the bill commended itself to the 
great majority of the House and 
country, that he would not occupy 
the time of the House, but would 
yield the floor to Mr. Harris, of Va. 

Harris, of Va., addressed the House 
in opposition to the bill, contending 
that Congress had no right to inter- 
fere with the Internal Legislation of 
the States, and that this bill would 
break up the public school system 
and the lunatic asylums, and other 
charatable institutions of the South. 
He appealed to the House whether 
any one would contend that the 
negro was the equal of the white 
man. <A colored member, Lynch, of 
Miss., rose in response to the chal- 
lenge, but Harris, amid great laugh- 
ter, declined to yield to him, saying 
that he was addressing himself to 
white men, and did not propose to 
let a negro interfere. 

Mr. Stephens, of Georgia, next 
rose to address the House, but saw 
that he could not say all he had to 
say in twenty minutes, and asked to 
have an hour allowed him. 

Mr. Hoar objected, but subsequent- 
ly offered to withdraw the objection 
in case the same _ privilege was 
granted to Mr. Elliott, of South Car- 
olina (eolored); then Mr. Walls, of 
Florida (also colored), renewed the 
objection, but withdrew it. 

Mr. Stephens then took his posi- 
tion in the back part of the hall, on 
the Democratic side, and peoceeded 
to read aspeech in opposition to the 
bill, remarking that in view of the 
great importance of the subject he 
had reduced his views to writing. 
He was not opposed to the bill be- 
cause of any opposition. He had to 
do full and ample justice to every 
human being within the legiti:nate 
jurisdiction of the federal legislative 
power. The chief end of all govern- 
ment, whetherState or federal, should 
be the protection of right. His op- 
position to the bill sprung from no 
prejudice against any man, woman 
or child, within the limits of the 
United States on account of race, 
color or previous condition of servi-— 
tude. He entertained no feeling of 
that kind, and was not governed in 
his action by any influence of that 
sort. His opinion of justice and its 
proper administration, was not found- 
ed on that dogma, so generally an- 
nounced, and so pernicious in princi- 
ple, that it should be for the greatest 
good of the greatest number, but on 
the higher rule, that it should be for 
the greatest good of all without detri- 
ment or injury to any of the whites. 
He did not hold the doctrine of the 
equality of races; he did maintain 
the great truth, however paradoxical 
it might appear, that all men were 
created equal. That great truth had 
been announced first by a council of 
the State on the 4th of July, 1776, but 
it was never meant to convey the 
idea that all men were created equal 
in all respects, physically, mentally 
and morally. It was, however, meant 
to assert the great law of nature, that 
all men had an equal right to_ justice 


}and to stand perfectly equal before 


the law. In proof of his willingness 
to have all natural rights secured to 
colored men, he sent to the Clerk’s 
desk and had read, extracts from ad- 
dresses made by him to the people of 
Georgia, but he was paces | to this 
measure or to any one kindred to it, 
because of the want ot the necessary 
power on the part of Congress under 
tie Constitution. He assumed that 
every member would admit thatthe 
ower of Congress were specific and 
imited, and that all the legislative 
powers which Congress could right- 
fully exercise were held by delega- 
tion from the people of the seyeral 
States, and he contended that no new 
powers had been conferred on Con- 
gress by either the 14th or 15th 
amendments to the Constitution. 
The proper remedy was in the judg- 
ment of the Couits to be rendered in 
such wayas Congress should provide, 
declaring any State act in violation 
of the rights of citizens to be null 
and of noeffect. He opposed the bill 
further because of its inexpediency 
even if the power were unquestioned 
in Congress to pass this law. He 
thought it would be injudicious and 
unwise to exercise it. It would be 
better to leave allsuch matters to 
the States. He did not believe 
in point of faet, that the colored 
people of Georgia desired. Their re— 
ligious and echureh organizations, 
except in the ease of Catholics, were 
distinct from those of the whites, and 
they had their own schools—even a 
college for colored youths. They did 
not desire to have mixed schools. 

Mr. Stephens occupied the floor for 
an houranda quarter, having had 
his time extended twice. As usual, 
however, in the ease of written 
speeches, its delivery did not com- 
mand or receive the attention of the 
House. The peroration was in these 
words: ‘If you who call yourselves 
Republicans shall, in) obedience to 
What you consider a party behest, 
pass this bill in the vain expectation 
that the Republican principles of the 
old and true Jeffersonian school are 
dead, be assured that you are indulg- 
ing a fatal delusion. The old Jefter- 
sohian Democratie-Republican prin- 
ciples are not dead, and will never 
die so long as a true devotee of lib- 
ertee lives. 

They may be buried for a period as 
magna charta was crodden under foot 
in england for more than half a cen- 
tury, but these principles will come 
up with renewed energy, as did those 
of magna charta, and that too at no 
distant day. ‘Old Jeffersonian Dem- 
ocratic-Republican principles dead 
ndeed !" When the tides of the 
ocean cease to ebb and = tlow, when 
the winds of Heaven are hushed into 
political silence, when the clouds no 
longer thunder, when earths electric 
bolts are no longer felt orheard, when 
her internal fires go out, then and not 
before will these principles cease to 
live, then and not before will these 
principles cease to animate and move 
the liberty of the loving masses of 
this country. 

Rausier, of South Carolina, 
colored member followed in =a 
written speech the support of the 
bill contenting that there was no 
practical freedom in the Southern 
States for the colored people, and 
would not be so as long as the matter 
was left to the discretion of the seve- 
ral States. 

Mills, of Texas, opposed the bill as 
an unarthorized and unconstitutional 
assumption of power. 

Elliott, of South Carolina, obtained 
the floor, but yielded to a motion to 
adjourn. ‘The speaker laid before 
the House a message from the Presi- 
dent in reference to the steamer Vir- 
ginius. ‘The message was read and 
referred to the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs. The House then at 
4:40 adjourned. 


FROM RICIIMOND. 


Proceedings of the Virginia Legilae 
turee-4 Resolution to Congress 
Concerning the Civil Rights Ball, 
RICHMOND, VA., Jan. 5.—Both 

Houses of the General Assembly to- 

day adopted a series of resolutions 

that declare there is no purpose upon 
their part or upon the = of the peo- 
ple they represent to cherish captious 
hostility tothe federal administration, 
and reaffirming the portion of the 

Conservative platform, that they will 

judge it impartially by its official 

acts, &e., that the Legislature recog- 
nize the 14th amendment of the fed- 
eral Constitution as a part of that 


instrument, and desire good 
faith to abide by its provis- 
ions, as expounded by the Su- 


preme Court of the United States, 
and the amendment thus construed 
is the supreme law of the land, and 
should be obeyed and respected by all 
the co-ordinate departments of the 
Government; that the bill now before 
Congress, known as the Civil Rights 
Bill, isin violation of this amend- 
ment, as interpreted by the Supreme 
Court—is an infringement on the 
constitutional and legislative powers 
of the States; is sectional in its op- 
erations and injurious alike to the 
white and colored population of the 
Southern States, and that its enforced 
application in these States will prove 
destructive to their systems of educa- 
tion; will arrest the enlightenment 
of the colored population, in whose 
improvement the people of Vir- 
vitiia feel lively interest. It 
will produce continued irritation 
between the races, counteract the 
pacification and development now 
happily progressing, repel imigra- 
ticn, greatly augment emmigration, 
will reopen wounds almost healed, 
engender new political aspirations 
and paralize the power and influence 
of the State Government controlling 
and promoting domestic interests and 
preserving internal harmony; that 
the people of Virginia and its Legis- 
lature earnestly protest against this 
bill, and instruct their Senators and 
request their Representatives in Con- 
vress, firmly but respectfully, to op- 
pose its passage, not only for the 
reasons expressed, but as a measure 
which is calculated to arrest the 
crowing sentiments of coneord and 
harmony between the Northern and 
Southern States.

THE SUPERIOR CourT.—This Court 
met yesterday at 10 o’clock, his 
Honor, Judge Watts presiding. 

The following Grand Jury was 
drawn, sworn and charged: 

J. W. Watson, foreman, Merritt 
Olive, T. G. Jenkins, F. A. Whita- 
ker, A. S. Pope, J E. Fish, Edward 
Reid, Moses Patterson, W. A. Rhodes, 
Alex Colclough, J. R. Pearce, Joseph 
Morgan, W. H. Holloman, J. A. 
Haywood, Henry Hicks, Orran A. 
Smith, J. C. Ragan and J. B. Myatt. 

The charge of his Honor was not 
‘‘the same old charge with a few 
slight variations,’’ but entirely new; 
at least the Judge presented and 
passed it off fora new one, but we 
discovered that it was made of the 
same old material. 

He spoke of the new year; indulg- 
ed ina few characteristic oratorical 
flashes on the expirstion of the old 
with its vicissitudes, failures and 
panies, andthen told the jury of what 
mannerof men Judges were made 
from—lawyers who, from force of 
habit, were fond of talking, and the 
charge of a judge was but the escape 
pipe from the safety valve, &c., &c. 

In referring to the fact that no 
changes had been madein the statute 
lawof recent date, he took occasion to 
remind the jury of the antiquity of 
the common law; that the same on 
that governed past generations, gov- 
erned us to-day. He had heard so 
often of the ‘‘haleyon days of the 
Republic,’’ ‘‘the pure days of the Re- 
public; ’’*he heard it now ;_ he heard 
it forty years ago, and he was really 
desirous of Knowing the date of 
those ‘‘halcyon’’ days. Was it in the 
days of Washington, the man who 
would not tella lie? (The Judge 
said somethiug just here about that 
little hatchet and the cherry tree, but 
we failed to catch hisremarks). Was 
it in the days sf Clay, Webster (and 
some other gentlemen whose names 
we do not remember) who charged 
each other, with; intrigue and cor- 
ruption? Or, when was it? The 
Judge said if any man could find out 
when those halcyon days were he 
would be glad to make a memoran- 
dum of the same in his books that he 
might know on future occasion how 
to date the time when the ‘hal- 
cyon days of theRepublic was referred 
to by stump orators. [‘These remarks 
were applicable to his position that 
the Judge was made from lawyers 
who are fond of talking, fond of hear- 
ing themselves talk, and the disposi- 
tion of man to idolize himself, ] 

The Judge branched off from the 
“halcyon” days of the Republic on a 
dessertation, in which 

e contended that crime as well as 
the virtues of children were trans- 
mitted from their ancestors, and to 
improve the moral condition of the 
country you must necessarily im- 
prove the stock. The ‘‘organism”’ of 
the eye was slightly touched up also 
under this head. He told the jury to 
look square to the front and not at 
any man sideways; neither to look 
behind, as did the children of Israel 
when crossing the Red Sea, and all 
got drowned, &c., but look at crime 
square in the face and deal with it 
accordingly. 

The Judge again referred to the an- 
tiquity of the common law, correct- 
ed an error of Blackstone on the sub- 
ject, and proceeded to tell the jury 
that in the days of Moses the same 
nature of crimes existed as now; that 
evil doers were tried and punished «&s 
they are now, the Mosaic law was 
handed down to us, and it was the 
same now as it was then. 

His Honor called especial attention 
to the crime of ‘‘ dishing out ‘ blue 
ruin’ to make men drunk.”’ In do- 
ing so he told of the effects of alcohol 
on the human system, how differ- 
ently it affected men of different 
temperaments, closing with his opin- 
ion of a man that would makea swill 
tub of his stomach and astill cap of 
his brain. 

He was determined to get off the 
fence. He rode on it all over his cir- 
cuiton the last round, and now that 
the Legislature had proven them- 
selves so careful of the interests of the 
dear people, had shown themselves 
so much afraid to passa fence law, 
he would say no more aboutit. After 
referring to several crimes and mis 
demeanors likely to come before the 
Grand Jury this week, he closed 
with the usual general instructions 
in regard to hours of sitting, &c., &e. 

A number of witnesses were called 
but no cases taken up for trial.
